In  con- 
vnunn  here  today  went  on  record 
as  opposing  the  change.  A  further 
argument  which  was  used  against 
the  system  was  that  there  was  the 
prolongation  of  the  years  In  school 
for  pupils,  which  was  represented 
as  undesirable  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  majority  of  puplla  had  to 
enter  Into  *>me  other  line  of  activity 
upon  passing  through  the  high 
school,  few  taking  a  university 
course,  and  It  was  not  desirable  to 
lengthen  that  course. 

The  situation  was  met  by  In- 
spector Alan  Stewart  In  a  statement 
of  the  position  of  affairs  from  the 
standpoint  of  educaUonlsU  and  of 
the  Department  of  Education.  It 
was  shown  that  there  was  too  de- 
cided a  break  between  the  ele- 
mentary school  course  and  ths  high 
school  one.  as  It  existed  at  present. 
The  result  was  that  the  first  year 
in  high  school  had  a  most  dis- 
couraging effect  upon  the  pupils. 
THE  FATAL  YEAR 
It  «ds  shown  that  60  per  cent  of 
those  who  drop  out  of  high  school 
do  so  in  the  grade  which  Is  the 
r.rst  one  In  high  school  work  Again, 
of  those  who  take  Junior  matricula- 
tion, 50  or  60  per  cent  fail  or  have 
to  take  supplementary  examinations 
Of  those  who  go  to  the  University 
from  the  high  school,  only  20  per 
cent  do  so  without  supplementary 
examinations,  which  means  that 
only  30  per  cent  pass  in  full,  the 
rest  are  failures 

During  the  progress  of  the  debate 
on  the  subject  of  the  four -year 
course  Inspector  Stewart  said  that 
the  first  year  In  high  school  had 
been  the  most  fatal  one  In  the  school 
lives  of  pupils.  This,  he  said,  meant 
thst  more  left  the  high  school  as  a 
result  of  the  work  of  that  year  than 
during  any  other  year 

This,  said  the  inspector,  was  due 
to  the  fact  that  there  was  too  great 
a  gap  between  the  last  grade  In  the 
elementary  school  and  the  first 
grade  in  the  high  school.  This  was 
a  condition  that  had  been  found  to 
exist  not  only  in  the  province  of 
British  Columbia,  but  also  elsewhere 
in  Canada,  in  the  United  States  and 
elsewhere.

There  had  been  tremendous 
advances  made  in  the  line  of 
science  and  other  avenues  of 
information  In  the  last  few 
years  These  had  to  be  con-' 
veyed  to  the  pupils  through  the 
medium  of  the  schools.  The 
matter  had  to  be  faced  and  it 
naturally  took  longer  for  the 
pupils  today  than  in  the  pan 
to  prepare  for  the  changed 
conditions. 

The  subject  of  the  four-year 
course  in  the  high  schools  came  be- 
!  fore  the  convention  on  the  motion 
of  Oak  Bay  Board,  which  expressed 
|  disapproval  of  the  change.  Col. 
W  N  Wlnsby  moving  the  resolu- 
tion. He  said  that  the  proposition 
meant  that  80  per  cent  of  the  pupils 
in  high  schools  would  have  to  mark 
time  •  for  a  year  while  the  other  40 
per  cefit  caught  up.  There  were  not 
more  than  ten  per  cent  of  the 
pupils  of  the  high  schools  entered 
the  university,  he  said 

Co).  Wlnsby  placed  the  additional 
coat  upon  the  high  schools  at  some 
25  per  cent.  The  average  pupil,  he 
contended,  could  take  the  high 
school  course  In  three  years  if  a  few 
adjustments  were  made  in  connec- 
tion with  the  subjects.  These  ad- 
justments, he  suggested,  might  be 
made  In  the  line  of  Latin,  which 
could  be  shortened  in  the  scope  of 
the  amount  taught 

He  said  that  it  was  not  possible 
to  carry  out  the  suggesUon  that  the 
course  might  be  shortened  for  bright 
pupils  under  the  new  plan. 
BLAMES  PARENT-TEACHERS 
Mr.  J.  p.  Dickson,  of  Burnaby, 
blamed  the  Parent- Teacher  Asso- 
ciations for  thla  change.  They  had 
been  pressing  for  the  extending  of 
the  work  In  the  elementary  school 
and  had.  In  provincial  gathering, 
endorsed  the  four-year  course  In  the 
high  schools. 

Eight  years  In  the  elementary 
grades  and  four  years  In  the  high, 
or  twelve  years  altogether,  was.  in 
his  opinion,  too  long  a  time  for 
school  work  Nine  or  ten  years  was 
enough  within  which  to  have  pupils 
receive  an  education 

Mr  R.  c.  Harper,  of  Burnaby. 
advocated  letting  the  department 
know  that  a  stop  must  be  made  In 
this  matter  of  Increasing  taxatlon. 

Miss  Jamleson,  who  said  she  had 
spent  her  life  In  educational  work, 
declared  that  this  subject  had  been 
debated  for  the  past  fifteen  years  at 
least  In  meetings  of  teachers  Insti- 
tutes and  elsewhere  The  great  ob- 
ject wh-.*h  teachers  had  in  view  was 
to  provide  through  the  boys  and 
girls  attending  schools  well  grounded 
citlxens  for  the  state. 

She  complained  that  there  was 
an  attempt  being  made  to  fit  boys 
and  girls  of  today  for  a  condition 
of  affairs  that  existed  thirty  years 
ago.  Instead  of  this  situation  they 
should  be  fitting  them  for  the  situ- 
ation as  it  existed  today. 

All  boya  and  girls  should  get  a 
high  school  educauon  now.  There 
was  a  time  when  this  was  not  ex- 
pected, but  today  the  demand,  when 
these  boys  and  girls  went  to  obtain 
positions  was  that  they  had  gone 
through  high  school.  Under  the 
conditions  that  existed  at  present 
the  boys  and  girls  were  being  dis- 
couraged In  the  very  first  year  of 
their  high  school  course. 

"You  are  not  Improving  the  citi- 
zenship by  cutting  down  the  school 
course."  said  Miss  Jamleson. 

Those  who  were  not  fitted  for 
life  were  facing  it  at  tremendous 
cost  and  handicapped. 

FINANCIAL  REMEDY  FIRST 
Mr  H.  Manning,  of  Revelstoke. 
thought  that  the  proper  course  to 
have  been  followed  by  the  depart- 
ment would  have  been  to  have  found 
the  financial  remedy  before  start- 
ing on  this  four-year  course. 

Mr.  Chatfleld.  of  North  Bend, 
said  that  his  information  was  that 
British  Columbia  was  one  of  the 
I  last  places  to  adopt  the  four-year 
course.

The  cases  had  been  re- 
manded for  the  attendance  of  wit- 
nesses from  the  Oulf  Islands  Mr 
H  A  Beckwlth.  who  was  present 
at  the  hearing,  said  he  was  not 
there  In  a  legal  capacity  but  as  an 
officer  of  the  Children  s  Aid  Society, 
to  render  any  assistance  he  could 
to  the  accused. 

Mr.  Wood,  manager  of  the  Begg 
Motor  Company.  Victoria,  testified 
that  he  was  the  owner  of  the  boat, 
which  he  valued  at  $1,000.  It  was 
kept  moored  at  Brentwood  Bay.  in 
charge  of  a  caretaker,  who  reported 
to  him  that  It  was  missing  He  re- 
ported the  loaa  to  the  Provincial 
Police,  and  the  veaael  waa  delivered 
to  him  by  Constable  Dunbar  on 
September  17. 

Evidence  was  given  by  Mr  James 
H.  Ollbert.  who  said  that  although 
he  waa  not  poaltive  of  Identifica- 
tion he  believed  the  two  accused 
were  the  boys  who  came  to  him.  at 
urentwood  Bay  either  on  Septem- 
ber 11  or  12.  Inquiring  about  a  row- 
boat.

boat  In.  The  boat  was  the  Miss  La 
Salle.  Next  day  he  did  some  work 
on  the  clutch  and  got  the  launch 
to  go  a  bit,  although  It  was  not  In 
good  order.  Accused  took  It  away 
In  the  afternoon  of  September  14. 

Mr.  J.  Burrow,  storekeeper  on 
Gallano  Island,  said  the  accused 
came  to  his  store  early  on  the 
morning  of  September  13  and  asked 
ror  some  gasoline.  He  saw  a  boat 
from  the  shore  which  answered  the 
description  given  by  Mr.  Wood  He 
gave  the  boys  five  gallons  of  gaso- 
line, for  which  he  was  not  paid. 
They  told  him  where  they  came 
from  and.  as  he  did  not  want  "to 
see  them  stuck."  he  gave  them  the 
gasoline.  They  offered  fishing 
spoons  in  payment,  which  he  did 
not  accept  When  they  departed  In 
the  boat,  going  towards  Mayne 
Island,  they  said  they  were  going 
to  fish. 

Constable  A  Dunbar.  In  recount- 
ing his  search  for  the  missing  power 
boat,  testified  that  as  the  result  of 
investigations  he  and  Constable 
Godson  found  the  two  accused  asleep 
on  the  sands  of  Oallano  Island 
arrested  them,  and  handed  over  the 
Miss  La  Salle  and  the  rowboat  to 
the  owners. 

Magistrate  Jay  asked  accused  If 
they  would  elect  to  be  dealt  with 
summarily.

ESQ I  I. VI ALT  AS  SEAPLANE  BASE 

Those  interesting  themselves  In  the  establish- 
ment of  a  seaplane  base  in  this  vicinity  have 
reached  a  wise  conclusion  In  abandoning  the 
idea  that  the  Inner  Harbor  should  provide  a  lo- 
cation. It  was  obvious  from  the  first  that,  with 
the  developmonts  taking  place  in  aviation,  any 
base  to  be  provided  In  the  Inner  Harbor  waters 
would  be  Inadequate  to  the  future.  Not  only 
would  any  area  which  might  be  selected  there 
be  too  cramped,  but  the  danger  from  steamship 
traffic,  and  that  Is  to  the  seaplanes,  would  be  too 
great  considering  the  stretch  needed  for*  taking 
off  and  making  a  landing  on  the  water  Experi- 
ence everywhere  has  shown  that  a  considerable 
stretch  of  water,  uninterrupted  by  any  possible 
traffic,  Is  necessary.  It  must  be  water  compara- 
tively sheltered  as  well,  and  Esquimau  Harbor 
offers  what  is  easily  the  most  desirable  location 
for  a  seaplane  base  In  this  vicinity. 

The  Dominion  Government  is  to»be  asked  to 
make  an  Investigation  of  a  possible  location  at 
Esquimau  Harbor  for  a  seaplane  base.  It  logi- 
cally follows  that  It  should  be  established  as  a

for  naval  seaplanes  as  well  as  for  those  for 
commercial  use.  In  this  event  there  should  be 
every  reason  to  hope  that  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment would  bear  a  part,  If  not  all,  of  the  expense 
involved.  The  strategical  uses  of  Esquimau  should 
be  developed  for  aerial  purposes.  The  opportu- 
nity arises  through  the  need  of  a  seaplane  base 
for  commercial  uses,  and  It  is  the  naval  authori- 
ties that  should  be  asked  to  Investigate  and  de- 
cide upon  a  suitable  location  and  recommend  the 
provision  of  those  facilities  which  can  be  de- 
veloped lor  both  naval  and  commercial  uses  «s 
the  years  pass.  Naval  co-operation  should  have 
been  enlisted  from  the  beginning  of  the  move- 
ment to  establish  a  seaplane  base  here,  and  if  it 
had.  time  would  have  been  saved. 

The  matter  has  now  developed  Into  a  prob- 
lem which  the  Federal  Government  is  being 
asked  to  solve.  It  has  already  expressed  a  desire 
to  co-operate  so  that  there  should  be  no  undue 
delay  In  establishing  the  necessary  facilities  in 
Esquimau  Harbor.  From  the  first  it  was  obvious 
that  Esquimau  was  the  logical  location  The 
Dominion  Government  has  large  Interests  there 
which  can  be  enhanced  from  the  standpoint  of 
strategical  purposes  by  the  establishment  of  a 
seaplane  base.  There  are  ample  waters  In  Esqui- 
mau Harbor,  at  present  unused,  that  can  be  set 
aside  and  reserved  for  the  use  of  both  commer- 
cial and  naval  seaplanes  and  the  facilities  de- 
veloped In  connection  with  these  would  always 
prove  an  asset  in  a  time  of  emergency. 

INADEQUATE  PERSONS'!  I 


According  to  the  present  arrangements  Pre- 
mier Ramsay  MacDonald  goes  to  Washington  to 
discuss,  on  behalf  of  Great  Britain,  a  yardstick 
of  naval  strength  as  between  that  country  and 
the  United  States,  but  included  In  his  personnel 
there  is  no  one  who  has  technical  knowledge  of 
naval  affairs.  On  the  other  rjand  the  authori- 
ties whom  he  will  meet  at  Washington  will  be 
surrounded  by  their  naval  advisers.  The  con- 
ference, to  this  extent,  will  be  of  a  one-sided 
variety.  It  was  quite  different  when  Mr.  Bal- 
four 'now  Lord  Balfour)  went  to  Washington  as 
Great  Britain's  representative  at  the  first  con- 
ference on  naval  limitations  which  decided  on 
the  5-5-3  ratio  in  capital  ships  At  that  time 
Oreat  Britain  had  naval  experts  present  to  keep 
Mr  Balfour  advised  regarding  vital  aspects  of 
the  situation.  Mr.  MacDonald  does  not  seem  to 
want  their  services,  although,  because  of  lack  of 
the  wide  political  experience  which  Is  Lord  Bal- 
four's, he  must  stand  far  more  In  need  of  techni- 
cal, advice  than  the  latter  did  when  at  Washing- 
ton It  Is  conceivable  under  the  circumstances 
developing  that  the  presentation  of  the  British 
viewpoint  will  be   proportionately  handicapped. 

PARIS  AND  COCKTAIL  DRINKERS 

The  people  of  Paris  have  not  taken  kindly  to 
the  establishment  of  the  cocktail-drinking  habit 
in  places  of  public  refreshment,  "Let  visitors 
drink  cocktails  when  they  are  In  Pasls  as  long 
as  they  can  stand,  but  let  the  temperate  French 
nation  stick  to  Its  wines  and  avoid  the  deadly 
cocktail  as  they  they  would  the  plague,"  Is  the 
message  of  some  French  editors  who  note  with 
distress  that  the  cocktail  erase,  chiefly  In  Paris, 
has  become  a  grave  menace  to  the  health  of  body 
and  mind,  not  of  men  only,  but  of  women  as  well. 
How  widespread  the  cocktail  mania  has  become 
may  be  Judged  from  the  fact  that  lately  a  warn- 
ing against  it  was  Issued  by  the  French  Academy 
of  Medicine  Resentment  Is  being  expressed  In 
some  Earls  newspapers  that  such  an  "Insane" 
custoti  should  have  been  Imported  from  the 
world's  greatest  prohibition  country."  and  The 
Matin  reinarks:  "God  forbid  that  we  should 
blaspheme  the  cocktail  In  Itself;  but  there  are 
young  men,  and  especially  young  women,  who 
would  think  themselves  dishonored  If.  at  least 
twice  a  dify.  they  did  not.  go  through  multiple 
cocktail  experiences,  and  did  not  Imbibe  Just  as 
many  fiery  brew*  as  are  made.  For  these  people 
the  cocktail  la  not  a  pleasure;  it  Is  a  faahlon 
8heer  snobbishness  ha«-brought  about  this  most 
stupid  and  pernicious  custom,  and  It  has  become 
stylish  to  destroy  one's  stomach,  liver,  brain  and 
kidneys,  and  to  disorganize  one's  arteries.  But 
the  height  of  madness  is  that  we  who  have  every 
licence  to  use  beverages  in  reasonable  quantities 
should  yield  to  this  delirium." 

French  health  experts  have  commenced  to 
point  put  the  evils  of  the  cocktail  erase.

There  are  one  or  two  members  of  Parliament 
at  Ottawa  who  are  candid,  even  to  the  point  of 
embarrassing  their  own  party.  One  of  these  is 
Mr  L.  Wilson,  the  member  for  Vaudreull-Sou- 
langes  Sometime  ago  he  resigned  his  seat  In 
the  House  of  Commons  but  Immediately  the  fact 
was  borne  in  on  his  colleagues  on  the  Govern- 
ment side  that  such  a  loss  could  not  be  sustained, 
that  he  was  wanted  In  Parliament  and  that  he 
was  an  asset  to  the  Government  Ministers  of 
the  Crown  wooed  him  to  reconsider  his  desire 
not  to  be  a  member  of  Parliament,  and  finally 
Mr.  Wilson  was  persuaded  to  become  a  candidate 
again  In  the  constituency  from  which  he  had 
resigned.

Mr.  Wilson  does  not  dis- 
guise those  purposes.  He  has  a  passion  for  the 
truth,  and  so.  speaking  at  8t.

"Then  my  party  did  not  want  to  give  my  seat 
to  another  man  and  they  Insisted  to  have  me 
back  in  Ottawa.  Now  I  know  why  they  wished 
to  have  me  back  there;  they  wanted  to  pluck  me 
as  they  have  ever  done."

lang  syne.  8tnce  Oeorge  mounted 
the  first  rung  and  became  city  edi- 
tor he  has  gone  from  one  post  to 
another,  each  a  little  higher  up 
than  the  other.  He  has  represented 
the  Associated  Press,  the  premier 
news-gathering  organization  of  this 
continent,  in  many  parts  of  the 
world— In  some  of  the  chief  news 
centres  of  America,  In  London.  In 
Toklo.  He  is  now  stationed  In  Ban 
Francisco,  and  by  his  Judgment  and 
ability  as  a  newpaper  man  ha  has 
established  himself  In  a  such  a  pre- 
eminent and  secure  a  position  that 
he  la  as  free  from  worry  about  the 
future  as  If  he  were  a  Rockefeller, 
a  Ford  or  a  Morgan.

When  a  native  of  Victoria  re- 
turns to  town  after  establishing 
himself  in  such  an  enviable  position 
ai  that,  he  need  not  expect  to  be 
permitted  to  hide  his  Mushing  light 
under  a  bushel.

a  cup  of  coffee,  he  Is  a  legitimate 
subject  of  curiosity  and  of  comment.

9ir .— I  had  the  pleasure  of  attend- 
ing last  Tuesday  a  combined  lunch - 
ton  with  the  Victoria  Klwenla  Club 
and  the  Vancouver  Island  Section 
of  the  Canadian  Manufacturers'  As- 
sociation, which  gathering  took 
place  for  the  purpose  of  entertain- 
ing and  welcoming  the  president 
and  general  manager  of  the  Cana- 
dian Manufacturers'  Association,  of 
which  organisation  my  firm  Is  a 
member.

You  continually  hear  on  all  sides 
that  we  should  purchase  more  in 
our  own  country,  and  trade  amongst 
ourselves  and  within  the  Empire  to 
a  greater  extent,  because  a  large 
amount  of  business  Is  being  lost  to 
Canada  in  favor  of  the  United 
Btates 

Let  it  be  understood  that  I  am  an 
admirer  of  our  American  friends, 
and  hold  the  greatest  respect  for 
them  Individually  and  as  a  nation. 
afVd  I  admire  them  particularly  for 
their  loyalty  and  pride  in  their  own 
country. 

If  the  speaker  of  the  day  should 
be  an  American,  or  a 
guest  from  across 
be  present,  then  it  would  please  us 
'and  would  only  be  etiquette  and 
diplomatic  >  to  extend  the  courtesy 
of  displaying  their  national  emblem, 
but  I  fall  to  see  why  the  Stars  and 
Stripes  should  appear  at  all  at  the 
particular  luncheon  to  which  I  refer. 

I  am  not  In  favor  of  a  lot  of  flag 
wagging,  as  I  think  It  destroys  the 
dignity  of  the  flag,  but  I  would 
suggest,  if  there  Is  to  be  any  waving, 
that  we  wave  our  own  more  and  not 
the  flags  of  others,  to  the  extent 
we  are  at  times  prone  to  do

was  carried. 

The  executive  reported  on  the 
work  of  the  year.  Including  the  re- 
port of  the  presentation  of  the  re- 
commendations to  the  minister. 

Mr  Ryletts  conveyed  greetings 
from  the  Parent-Teacher  Associa- 
tion. The  organisations  he  repre- 
sented were  utilitarian  In  principle 
In  many  Instance*  they  stepped  in 
and  supplied  what  could  not  be  got 
by  other  ways.

VACCINATION 

The  Canadain  Antl  -  Vivisection 
Association  wrote  calling  attention 
to  growing  opposition  to  vaccination 
and  urging  it  be  removed  from  edu- 
cational regulations  entirely. 

At  an  earlier  session  a  resolution 
was  passed  asking  that  conscientious 
objectors  to  vaccinaUon  be  given  as 
little  trouble  and  expense  as  possible 
in  obtaining  certificates  of  exemp- 
tion 

Baanich  submitted  a  resolution 
asking  for  bimonthly  standardized 
test  with  markings  for  each  and 
every  grade  so  as  to  provide  the 
pupils'  standing  whert  they  moved 
from  one  school  to  another. 

Trustee  Holmes,  baanich.  advo- 
cated the  plan  There  should  be 
no  danger  from  the  expense  that 
would  be  incurred.  It  would  give 
a  comparative  showing  of  the  ability 
|  of  the  teachera. 

Mr.  Hobbs.  by  request,  left  the 
chair  and  explained  the  principle 
which  was  intended  to  avoid  a  pupil 
leaving  one  school  and  going  to  an- 
other school  having  sometimes  to 
take  a  lower  standing  for  a  time. 

Mr  C.  M.  Woodworth  felt  that 
this  was  drifting  from  the  building 
of  character  to  the  employment  of 
teachers  in  testing  pupils  as  to  their 
relative  grades. 

DIFFH  I  I  T  TASK 
Inspector  Stewart  said  the  reso- 
lution was  a  far  reaching  one.  He 
pointed  out,  that  considerable  labor 
and  time  would  be  entailed.  To  pre- 
pare such  a  test  for  all  grades  was 
a  tremendous  task.  It  meant  Im- 
posing a  great  burden  on  the  teach- 
ers and  on  the  pupils 

Inspector  Patterson  said  It  was 
not  Intended  to  give  a  standardized 
test  in  the  regular  sense. 
The  resolution  was  defeated. 
Nelson  board  sought  by  resolution 
classification  of  the  clause  tn  the 
school  manual  referring  to  Indirect 
interest  In  any  contract  with  the 
school  board.  Special  allusion  was 
made  to  the  doubt  as  to  whether 
a  worklngman.  If  a  trustee,  were 
employed  by  a  contractor  who  had 
a  contract  for  the  school  board  that 
worklngman  violated  the  law 
The  resolution  carried. 
Naramata  wanted  provision  made 
by  the  act  enabling  board*  In  ter- 
ritory near  to  a  Junior  high  school 
to  provide  education  to  Orade  8  only 
in  their  own  school  district*  and  to 
provide  a  Junior  high  school  course 
for  pupils  senior  to  Orade  8  outside 
their  own  school  district 

The  Inspector  warned  the  con- 
vention that  this  was  a  question  of 
wide  significance,  in  that  the  spread 
of  Junior  high  schools  not  previously 
provided  for  In  the  act  there  would 
arise  difficulties 

Mr.  Joe  Harwood  said  this  was  a 
new  phase  He  recommended  that 
the  new  executive  go  into  thla 
matter  and  try  and  get  It  straight- 
ened out.

At  various  exJUbltlons.  both  here 
and  In  the  United  States,  the 
Musketeers  have  thrilled  thousands 
with  their  antlca  At  Cleveland. 
Ohio,  recently,  they  stole  the 
thunder  from  many  perhaps  more 
famous  flyers  who  had  performed 
there,  and  their  performance  was 
regarded  as  one  of  the  mos.  re- 
markable ever  seen  in  the  United 


Camp  Borden  features  Individual 
stunting  as  the  finishing  part  of  a 
novice  flyer's  education.  It  Is  a 
means  of  obtaining  perfection  in 
the  control  of  %n  aeroplane,  and 
while  formation  flying  Is  also  taught 
and  practised  the  Individual  prac- 
tice of  putting  an  aeroplane 
through  Its  paces  is  more  strongly 
endorsed. 

One  or  the  Musketeers'  favorite 
stunts  Is  a  very  spectacular  one. 
The  planea.  starting  In  formation  at 
around  3.000  feet,  suddenb  nose 
down.  At  terrific  speed,  with 
motors  wide  open,  they  spread  out 
fanshaped.  and  suddenly  zoom  up. 
At  the  peak  of  the  climb,  with  the 
motors  nearly  stopped,  "the  planes 
gradually  fall  over  backwards,  and 
fly  for  some  distance  upside  down 
WHEN  ENGINE  STOPS 

To  the  old  question  often  asked 
by  the  nonflyer.  "What  happens 
when  the  engine  stops?"  the  Mus- 
keteers have  a  ready  answer.  It  is 
"Nothing."  They  are  specialists  in 
landing  with  the  motors  cut  out 
entirely,  or  "dead -stick  "  They 
keep  the  plane  on  a  gliding  angle 
which  brings  It  safely  to  earth,  even 
though  the  motor  has  been  stopped 
for  some  time  The  secret,  the  four 
say,  lies  In  having  sufficient  alti- 
tude to  make  a  long  glide  possible. 

Before  each  exhibition,  the  flyers 
discuss  the  day's  plans  Just  when 
and  where  to  turn,  how  high  to  go. 
where  to  meet  and  all  the  thousand 
and  one  other  little  details  Incident 
to  events  of  this  kind  are  threshed 
over.  Then,  when  the  time  comes, 
four  nonchalant  young  men  who 
may  have  been  sitting  casually  be- 
neath the  wings  of  their  speedy 
Siskins  adjust  goggles  and  helmets, 
strap  on  parachutes,  and  climb  Into 
their  planea. 

ACCURATE  AND  CAREFUL 

It  all  looks  so  easy  at -the  start, 
and  It  Isn't  until  the  four  silvery 
little  planes  are  twisting  and  cavort- 
ing In  the  sky  that  it  becomes  re- 
alised that  behind  the  seeming 
carelessness  Ilea  hours  and  hours 
of  training 

Technically,  the  performances 
given  by  the  Musketeers  are  mar- 
vels of  accurate  and  careful  flying. 
Their  schedule,  as  tacked  up  In 
each  of  the  four  cockpits  prior  to 
the  stunts,  is  as  follows: 

"Dive  from  3.000  feet;  climb  to 
3,000;  spin  from  opea  formation; 
loop  in  line;  roll  at  45  degrees,  fol- 
low the  leader;  close  dive,  fan  out; 
Individual  stunting.  10  minutes;  re- 
form, clos?  dive  and  return." 

That's  all  there  la  to  It,"  say 
the  Musketeers.  The  technical  side 
of  It  can  be  read,  and  may  not 
mean  much  to  the  average  person 
who  is  not  a  flyer.  But  once  seen, 
the  schedule  is  something  that  will 
not  be  forgotten.

Miller  Huggins  left  this  world's 
field  of  play  yesterday  and  not  only 
baseball  will  miss 
him.  Through  a 
good  deal  rl 
early  opposition 
and  criticism  he 
came  gamely  o  1 
to  prove  himself 
a  BM  Judge  and 
tf  r*>at  lender  Of 
men  This  has 
been  a  year  when 
sport  has  loat 
several  of  ■  Its 
most  efficient 
rep  reaentatlves. 
Tex  Rlcksrd 
James  Rowe.  8r 
8am  Hlldreth 
and  Miller  Hug- 
gins all  have 
gone  within  a  space  of  nine  months. 
Rowe.  Hlldreth  and  Rlckard  were 
older  men.  but  Huggins  appeared  to 
have  decades  of  usefulness  ahead  of 
him    He  was  only  forty-nine. 

Long  before  Huggins  came  to 
manage  the  Yankees  In  1917.  to  win 
with  them  six  pennants  and  three 
world's  aeries,  he  was  a  player  of 
note  Breaking  Into  the  big  leagues 
with  Cincinnati,  in  1904.  he  went  to 
the  St  Louis  Cardlruus  In  1W0W.  and 
It  was  there  that  he  got  his  first 
managerial  experience. 

GREAT  PLAYER 
But  It  was  aa  a  second  baseman 
that  he  first  won  fame.  A  great 
student  of  betters  and  s  splendid 
fielder.  Huggins  could  cover  s  lot  of 
ground  snd  wss  great  on  making 
double  plays  At  bat  he  was  one  of 
the  hardeet  hitters  for  a  pitchsr  to 
work  on*  who  ever  stood  at  a  plate 
Standing  about  five  feet  four  Inches 
there  wasn't  any  too  much  room 
between  his  shoulders  and  his  knees 
anyhow,  and  In  addition  he  had  an 
eye  like  a  hawk-  You  didn't  find 
Huggins  going  after  any  bad  balls 
When  Huggins  first  took  hold  of 
the  Yankees  some  of  them  thought 
he  was  too  small  for  the  Job  He 
soon  demonstrated  that  h«  could.  If 
the  occasion  warranted  It.  be  just 
aa  tough  as  a  man  seven  feet  tall. 
After  a  few  bouts  in  which  he 
scored  technical  knockouts,  he  had 
no  further  trouble,  and  1  do  not  be- 
lieve that  sny  leader  ended  by  in- 
spiring more,  confidence  and  loyalty. 

Huggins  hsd  both  a  college  and 
law  school  education,  and  his  mind 
was  keen  and  clear  He  was  a  good 
deal  of  a  psychologist  When  wo 
talked  of  the  chance*  of  the 
Yankees,  in  Florida  this  Spring. 
Huggins  said 

"I  have  a  good  team  tills  season, 
but  what  it  will  do  Is  all  a  matter 
of  disposition  You  cant  Inspire  or 
drive  a  team  which  has  won  the 
flag  often  enough  to  make  It  an  old 
story  aa  you  can  a  team  with  an 
am  bit  ten  yet  to  be  realised. 

Another  thing  Is  thst  all  part* 
of  a  machine  do  not  wear  the  same 
still  may  run  smoothly,  but  that 
may  be  because  the  strong  parts 
are  carrying  the  part  which  has 
grown  weak  and  It  does  not  be- 
come noticeable  until  It  breaks.

"It  might  be  better  for  the  Ameri- 
can League  and  baseball  in  general 
If  some  other  club  took  a  turn  at 
winning.'  he  said  to  me.  "but  I  am 
going  to  win  by  twenty  gamea.  if  I 
can.  It  Is  my  Job  to  lead  the 
Yankees  to  the  flag  The  others 
start  from  the  same  place,  and  they 
must  look  out  for  themselves."

It  is  interesting,  howavar.  to  note 
the  remarks  attributed  to  The  Dally 
Express  of  London  and  addressed  to 
the  governor  of  the  Bank  of  Eng- 
land urging  an  avoidance  of  a 
"cleavage  between  the  Interest  of 
the  country  as  a  whole  and  the 
purely  financial  interests  of  the  city 
of  London."  The  commercial  Inter- 
ests there  evidently  are  oppoaed  to 
an  upward  revision  In  the  rate  and 
The  Express  further  states.  MIt  is 
imperative  to  devise  some  other 
means  of  supporting  the  value  of 
sterling  than  that  of  penalizing  all 
British  industry."

NEW  YORK.  8ept.  25.— The  pe- 
riod of  the  market  seeing  It*  lowest 
Is  now  reaching  a  climax.  Ita  action 
In  the  last  few  minutes  yestenl.«> 
does  not  offer  anything  particularly 
cheerful.  The  poor  resistance  wlilch 
some  of  the  biggest  market  leaders 
showed  at  yesterday's  closing  sug- 
gests further  selling  toda>.  and  u 
will   take  considerable  support  to 

the  tide.  The  only  satisfactory 
feature  of  the  situation  is  that  a 
good  many  stocks  have  already  de- 
clined considerably  and  are  there- 
fore In  a  good  position  to  show  re- 
fclstsnce.  and  prevent  demorallxed 
selling. 

Money  rates  will  be  an  important 
factor  In  the  market,  and  with  the 
month -end  approaching,  the  situa- 
tion will  not  produce  anything  that 
could  be  called  productive  On  the 
whole  the  market  needs  a  more 
severe  ahakeout  In  order  to  develop 
a  definite  undertone. 

The  utility  group  will  probably 
bear  the  brunt  of  the  selling  because 
the  majority  of  stocks  in  this  group 
have  been  overplayed  It  would  not 
be  surprising  to  see  the  bigger 
favorites  of  the  Hat  few  days  show 
substantial  losses.  We  do  not  be- 
lieve, however,  there  la  reason  for 
extreme  pessimism.  The  movement 
Is  one  of  the  regular  events,  and 
after  It  has  completed  Its  course  the 
market  will  again  be  in  a  healthy 
state.  We  believe  that  by  taking  ad- 
vantage of  the  selling  wave  for  the 
purpose  of  accumulating  high  type 
issues,  one  will  be  able  to  establish 
himself  In  a  position  to  benefit  from 
the  prospective  advance  In  the 
market  which  should  develop  shortly 
after  the  October  1  money  problems 
have  been  settled. 

The  most  unsatisfactory  feature  la 
the  new  rise  In  time  money  to  9'« 
per  cent,  which  Is  the  highest  rate 
since  the  unfortunate  deflation  pe- 
riod of  1920-21.  The  short  side  of 
the  market  will  undoubtedly  offer 
many  opportunities,  but  operations 
here  are  suitable  only  for  those  who 
can  watch  movements  very  closely 
■nd  cover  their  commitments 
quickly. 

United  Fruit  has  not  done  well 
thia  year  and  the  recent  recovery 
from  a  low  of  109  must  be  considered 
as  extremely  moderate  when  we 
recollect  that  early  this  year  this 
stock  sold  as  high  as  1MH.  The 
drastic  decline  In  United  Fruit  was 
explslned  some  time  ago  and  to  all 
appearances  the  situation  is  improv- 
ing. The  company's  venture  Into 
the  sugar  Industry  Is  probably  more 
responsible  for  the  decline  of  its 
stock  than  anything  else.  Those 
knowing  conditions  In  this  industry 
believe  that  the  worst  la  over,  and 
as  soon  as  the  tariff  problem  haa 
been  solved,  sugars,  and  stocks  of 
companies  Interested  In  this  Indus- 
try, will  do  better. 

Eliminating  the  United  Fruit's 
sugar  Interests,  conditions  are  gen- 
erally satisfactory.  We  understand 
that  the  company  is  making  special 
efforts  to  attract  tourist  business 
Into  the  countries  In  which  it  oper- 
ates. This  activity  should  prove  of 
double  benefit  to  the  United  Fruit 
Company  It  will  raise  the  standard 
of  living  In  the  Central  American 
countries  and  supply  United  Fruit 
with  a  very  lucrative  tourist  busl- 
.ness.  The  dangers  of  a  reaction  In 
this  stock  are  very  small,  whereas 
slight  Improvement  in  business 
should  bring  substantially  higher 
levels  to  the  stock. 

International  Harvester  sold  off 
yesterday  on  an  opinion  expressed 
by  one  of  the  leading  officials  of  the 
company  that  the  stock  is  too  high. 
We  recollect  similar  opinions  when 
old  Harvester  was  selling  at  less 
than  one-half  of  the  current  price. 
Those  who  are  bullish  on  Interna- 
tional Harvester  are  willing  to  Ig- 
nore the  nearby  situation.  On  the 
basis  of  current  earnings.  Harvester 
Is  probably  too  high,  but  the  magni- 
tude of  the  company's  operations 
and  the  prospects  of  the  American 
farmer  make  this  l&sue  extremely 
attractive  as  a  long-term  holding. 

Official  utterance.  howeve>  will 
continue  to  depress  the  stock  for  a 
little  while  longer,  but  those  who 
will  begin  accumulating  Harvester 
on  a  scale  down  will  reap  good 
profits  before  long. 

Westlnghouse  Airbrake  sold  off 
from  its  recent  high,  but  on  the 
whole  the  stock  retained  the  major 
portion  of  Its  early  gains  The  posi- 
tion of  the  railroad  equipment  In- 
dustry continues  to  Improve  and 
the  recent  reaction  In  this  stock  was 
a  normal  affair  when  the  total  gains 
by  this  Issue  are  taken  Into  con- 
sideration.

TURNER  VALLEY 
OILFIELD 

Steadily  Increasing  Production  Re- 
wards Efforts  of  Operators 
In  Alberta 

(SilUer.  Court  A  Co  .  Ltd  > 

Turner  Valley  Is  now  producing 
at  the  rate  of  over  1.000.000  barrels 
of  oil  per  year,  based  on  production 
for  August,  which  constituted  a 
record  for  the  field,  and  fell  very 
little  short  of  the  100.000  barrel 
mark,  -the  exact  total  being  97,053 
barrels. 

At  this  rate,  the  output  for  twelve 
months  would  amount  to  1,164,650 
barrels.  The  dally  average  output 
per  well  for  August  was  3.130 
barrels.  The  deliveries  to  the  Regal 
and  Imperial  refineries  which  re- 
ceived the  total  output  of  Turner 
Valley  from  January  1  to  August  31, 
amounted  to  572.TT7  barrels.  At  a 
conservative  estimate  of  $3.50  per 
(barrel  for  thia  oil,  the  companies 
operating  in  the  field  have  received 
a  total  of  $2,004.71950  for  the 
product  or  the  field  for  the  last  eight 
montha  of  the  year.  If  production 
averages  100.000  barrels  per  month 
during  the  four  remaining  months 
of  thus  year,  the  total  output  will 
amount  to  972.777  barrels,  and  the 
bringing  in  of  one  well  In  the  class 
of  any  of  the  Home  wells  In  the 
next  two  montha  might  easily  bring 
up  the  output  of  the  field  to 
1.000.000  barrels  for  1929  In  other 
wards.,  the  Valley  may  possibly  pro- 
duce a  total  of  $3,600,000  worth  of 
oil  this  year. 

Steadily  increasing  production  has 
rewarded  the  efforts  of  operators 
in  Alberta  In  1927.  the  total  out- 
put for  the  province  was  318,741 
barrels.  The  1928  total  was  488 .268 
barrels.  The  corresponding  figures 
for  the  whole  Dominion  in  theae 
two  years  was  470.591  barrels  In 
1937  and  630.405  barrels  in  1928.  In

MONTREAL,  Sept.  25 —Express- 
ing delight  at  the  treatment  which 
the  party  had  received  in  Canada. 
Mr.  C.  L.  T.  Beechlng.  secretary  of 
the  British  Institute  of  Certificated 
Orocefs,  accompanying  five  gradu- 
ates of  the  educational  body  on  a 
tour  of  food  producing  centres  In 
Ontario*  and  Quebec,  said  today  be- 
fore the  departure  of  the  party  for 
Montreal  to  sail  for  Oreat  Britain 
that  he  was  sure  the  United  King- 
dom could  look  more  and  more  In 
the  future  to  Canada  for  good 
wholesome  food  and  that  the  tour 
would  undoubtedly  promote  a 
larger  consumption  of  Canadian 
foodstuffs  in  the  Motherland. 

While  they  had  been  Impressed 
with  the  size  and  the  natural 
beauties  of  that  part  of  Canada 
which  had  been  visited.  Mr.  Beech- 
lng added  that  the  members  of 
the  party  had  been  equally  Im- 
pressed with  the  efficiency  of 
Canadian  Industry  and  the  high 
quality  of  Canadian  foodstuffs. 

"Upon  our  return  to  Oreat 
Britain."  he  said,  "it  will  be  our 
mission.  I  think,  to  talk  to  the  con- 
sumers about  Canadian  produce 
and  to  sell  It  wherever  we  can.  We 
want  to  do  Canada  a  service  to 
show  our  gratitude  for  the  manner 
in  which  she  has  welcomed  us  and 
we  •« 111  do  It  with  the  utmost  en- 
thusiasm.
